CONSTITUTION DAY 

On September 17, 1787, one of 
the ablest bodies of men ever 
gathered together in America fin- 
ishd an epochal task—the crea¬ 
tion and adoption of a conslltu- 
tion for the American states. 

Washington, Madison, Franklin, 
Hamilton, and still more than two 
score others—names that illumine 
many of the most stirring pages 
of American history—contributed 
to the making of that constitu¬ 
tion. 

That is has survived wars, in¬ 
ternational and civil, that it 
proves as adequate for a nation 
of 130 millions living in a highly 
industrialized era as it did 151 
years ago for an agricultural 
economy of some four million 
persons, gives the measure of its 
breaoth, adaptability, and vitality. 

The American system is based 
on popular sovereignty, and to 
this principle the constitution 
pays homage with its opening af¬ 
firmation, “We, the people of the 
United States." In that declara¬ 
tion of the people's sovereignty 
lies the answer to the survival of 
the document that is honored to¬ 
day, and the surest guarantee of 
the continuation of the American 
form of government, even when 
social and economic crises and 
the clamor of alien faiths peri¬ 
odically appear to threaten it. 

Constitution Day is an occasion 
for renewing our faith in the 
written instrument that has made 
this democracy great, and a time 
for renewing our allegiance to 
the principles of popular sov¬ 
ereignty. Without them, we per¬ 
ish. With them, we go forward to 
build an ever greater democracy! 

DANGEROUS AGE 

The dangerous age for men is 
fifty, reports a leading member 
of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science. By then, 
a man knows that what he is— 
so will he remain. No longer can 
he turn easily to a new profes¬ 
sion, begin another family, and 
attempt a new start. The crises 
arise when a man refuses to face 
the fact there is no turning back, 
and fooiishily jumps into a new 
field of activity he is little pre¬ 
pared for, or divorces his wife to 
marry a much younger woman, 
or undertakes some equally dras¬ 
tic setup in trying to escape the 
cold truth. If he is wise, he will 
stop mourning the fact that he 
does not find himself at fifty the 
fulfillment of the dreams he had 
at 25. He will calmly and sen¬ 
sibly confront himself just as he 
is, and perhaps interest himself 
in some worthy cause. This, in 
brief, is how the psychologist ad¬ 
vises men to get safely through 
their dangerous age. In modem 
speech, it reiterates the wise 
maxium of old Socrates who 
urged upon us all, “Know thy¬ 
self!"

"There is no recession in hu¬ 
man wants,” states Neil Petree, 
prominent Los Angeles business 
man, “despite a recession in busi¬ 
ness. That means there must be 
no sit-down in advertising!” 

The records on the books sup¬ 
port his statement. 

Between 1929 and 1933 many 
stores clipped their advertising 
budgets— and found they were 
clipping sales, too. 

During the current setback, 
many of them just put that 
policy in reverse, and aided by 
the stabilizing effects of adver¬ 
tising, have kept their sales up. 
Advertising speaks volumes—• in 
sales as well as in popularity! 

Wnat happens in the capitals 
of the world is news. But what 
happens in stores, what good j 
buys are available, what special 
sales are contemplated, that’s 
news, too. Advertising is the 
news of the stores, but if the 
public isn’t told about it—there’s 
no news. In this instance, no 
news is bd news, and sales are 
headed for an inexcusable sit- 
down.

ECONOMIST WARNS AGAINST 
DANGEROUS BALLOT PROPOSAL 


H E’D had his religious spells, 
oCt and on, back through 
his troubled life. Rather 
more, even, than most men — 
whatever the world— and Goeb- 
bels— might think. Times when 
himself—this man who stood 
there before him in the mirror 
now —as if ceased to be; or was 
transmuted into a sort of flam¬ 
ing, crazy angel. Like that, cer¬ 
tain nights of disordered vision 
on the Western Front. Like that, 
those delirious days of red revolt 
in Munich. And some haunted 
days and nights in prison even 
while he was writing his book. 
Days or nights when he would do 
things, say things, write things— 
things he could barely remember 
afterward, or remember even not 
at all—and yet which were chang¬ 
ing the world. Hitler whispered— 
with his own tight lips he whis¬ 
pered it: “Jesu!” There was a 
knock at the door. 

T HOSE who awaited the Lead¬ 
er could see no special 
change in him as he re¬ 
sponded to the summons. Pale, 
morose, withdrawn—he was often 
like that—especially when about 
to speak. Outwardly—well, so-so. 
Immaculate, barbered; getting a 
bit too fat for a Prophet though; 
not healthy. And how could a 
man be healthy—so stout Goehr- 
ing meditated—who lived without 
a woman, lived without meat! 
Curious. But there was a story 
current that Adolf had once 
dreamed of himself not as the 
saviour of mere Germany but of 
the world, Jews included. He’d 
spoken with passionate admira¬ 
tion of the Maiden of Orleans, 
Johanna. He wouldn’t drink. He 
didn’t smoke. He passed long 
hours alone on the mountain. It 
was known to his intimates that 
he could be heard talking at 
some such times—to himself—or, 
who knows?— perhaps to that 
Unknown God Herr Adolf some¬ 
times mentioned in his exalted 
moods: dem unbekannten Gotte! 

T O this God Hitler may have 
prayed—in his own way— 
now as he emerged before 
the glittering vast crowd. There 
was a mighty blare of martial 
music. But this was no more than 
the lisping of a harp to the vo¬ 
cal hurricane that rose. Of Hcil! 
HElh! As if the hosts of heaven 
were shouting it. And that au¬ 
dible around the world. “Ehre 
seh Gott . . . Glory to God in 
the Highest!” A thought—a re¬ 
collection— that now came to 
Herr Adolf himself, standing 
there so still while the people 
roared; a recollection that went 
back to days of his childhood 
in Austria—to his few sweet 
i years in devout Bavaria before 
the war. 

B UT he knew what would hap¬ 
pen. It had happened be¬ 
fore. He could feel the 
change coming over him even 
| now. Going going—was the man 
who’d been known in the old days 
| as Adolf Hitler. In a few mo¬ 
ments now another would take 
! his place— another Adolf— the 
| one known to the world as der 
'Fuehrer. Not the old corporal; 

' this, the maker and breaker of 
Junker generals; the destroyer of 
princely perverts; ja, destroying 
angel to half the world! Der 
Fuehrer. The Warlord. The hour 
called for blood. And so, a little 
later, his voice would be chant¬ 
ing that old Hymn of Hate 
around the wide world. But now 
. . . now . . . 

H IS voice was choking a lit¬ 
tle as he began his speech. 
It was pitched a little too 
high, almost to the octave of hys¬ 
teria. And those nearest him 
could see that there were tears 
in his eyes — tnat his puffy 
cheeks were wet with tears. He 
fumbled over his first few words. 
They sounded almost apologetic, 
plaintive. Was he still in the 
grip of some old recollection—of 
Peace on Earth—of the Sermon

A S we write these lines the 
nations of Europe stand 
poised on the brink of the 
abyss.

We 
shall be told that the only way 
to save civilization is by our own 
I military intervention. But we 
submit that a civilization that 
can produce such savage mon¬ 
sters as a Hitler or a Stalin does 
not deserve to survive.

If European civilization desires 
to commit suicide by following 
such leadership, we should facili¬ 
tate the movement by staying 
out. The rest of the world will 
be much better off after the de¬ 
mise of such culture. Any nation 
and any people that permit 
| themselves to be enslaved by 
; surrendering their lives and des- 
i tines to a single individual are 
' creating a menace for themselves 
and for the whole world. For 
any dictator drunk with power, 
mad with ambition and thirsting 
for the blod of innocent victims 
is as a rabid dog among the 
j family of nations. 

The situation in Europe today 
should furnish plenty of material 
for soul-searching thought on the 
part of every American.

POISONOUS MUSHROOMS 
GROW ON LAWNS HERE 

To the Editor of the 
Sierra Madre News: 
j If there are any in our com- 
jmunity who collect and eat wild 
mushrooms, a word of caution is 
desirable. Many native mush¬ 
rooms are harmless and delicious 
when properly prepared but sev¬ 
eral species are extremely danger¬ 
ous. In this latter group a new 
and somewhat rare species has 
appeared recently in some quan¬ 
tity that on acount of its simi¬ 
larity to the well known and 
highly esteemed Field Mushroom 
(Agaricus campestris) is par¬ 
ticularly dangerous 

This species, Lepiota Marganii, 
is about the size of an apple, dull 
dirty white in color, the cap or 
pileus covered with brownish 
scales. The customary habitat is 
in a well watered lawn where it 
appears in somewhat well defined 
rings or circles. 

This species has been found at 
several stations in Sierra Madre 
during the last few weeks and as 
it is poisonous when taken in¬ 
ternally, should be avoided by 
those gastronomically Inclined. It 
can readily be identified and dis- 
tinquished from other inocuous 
species of similar aspect by the 
presence of the greenish spores. 
Information of the presence of 
this species on your lawn will be 
appreciaetd by the writer.

Seattle, with a bankrupt 
municipal railway system (fi¬ 
nanced by revenue bonds) has 
defaulted and is now appealing 
to the state to pull the project 
out of the red. 

At the special session of the 
California State Legislature, early 
this year, an attempt was made 
to use gas funds to pay off part 
of the cost of the San Francisco- 
Oakland Bay Bridge (another 
revenue bond project), even 
though the bridge had been in 
operation less than a year. 

Debt is debt, no matter by 
what name you call It. And bonds 
are mortgages. Those of us still 
capable of thinking for ourselves 
when we go to the polls in No¬ 
vember, should keep those ele¬ 
mental facts in mind. And the 
Garrison Bond Act, if California 
is to return to sanity in experi- 
dltures—if it is to put a halt to 
the dangerous practice of living 
on borrowed money— should re¬ 
ceive a thumbs down verdict. 

Those of us who are not regis¬ 
tered should attend to this all- 
important duty at once so that 
we shall be able to vote against 
this dangerous Garrison measure, 
if nothing else. But there are a 
lot of other questions to be 
passed upon on the November 
ballot and every thinking citizen 
l should be prepared to protect his 
or her interest.
